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Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen,  « 

I have  the  pleasure  to  place  before  you  my  first  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  of  the  District  for  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  1910. 

The  Report  is  of  a favourable  character,  as  it  records  a 
very  low  death  rate,  a low  infantile  mortality,  a low  zymotic 
death  rate,  a moderate  occurrence  of  infectious  disease,  and  a 
continued  advancement  of  the  sanitary  conditions  of  the 
District. 

The  Tables  required  by  the  Local  Government  Board, 
marked  I,  II,  III,  IV,  V,  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  the 
Report. 

The  population  of  the  District  at  the  middle  of  the  year 
is  estimated  at  12,370,  an  increase  of  197  over  last  year.  This 
number  is  obtained  by  multiplying  the  number  of  inhabited 
houses  by  4*8,  this  latter  number  being  the  average  number  of 
persons  per  house  at  the  last  Census.  The  various  rates  given 
in  this  Report  are  calculated  upon  this  basis. 

The  area  of  the  District  exclusive  of  water  is  1619  acres, 
and  the  number  of  persons  per  acre  for  the  whole  District  is 
7‘6.  For  the  four  wards,  it  is  10*3  for  Heaton  Chapel,  9’5  for 
Heaton  Moor  East,  5‘1  for  Heaton  Moor  West,  and  6‘4  for 
Heaton  Mersey.  All  the  wards  contain  large  areas  of  un- 
occupied land,  the  greatest  congestion  of  houses  occurs  in 
Heaton  Mersey  village  (part  of  Heaton  Mersey  Ward)  where 
the  population  is  mostly  working  class  ; with  this  exception 
the  District  is  essentially  a residential,  suburban  one,  most  of 
the  occupiers  finding  their  employment  in  the  adjacent  towns 
of  Manchester  and  Stockport. 

The  distribution  of  the  population  in  the  various  wards, 
together  with  their  birth  and  death  rates,  are  shown  in 
Table  II. 
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During  the  year  153  births  were  registered,  67  males 
and  86  females,  equivalent  to  a birth  rate  of  12’3  per  1000  of 
the  population.  This  is  the  lowest  rate  recorded  in  the  District, 
lower  than  that  of  last  year  13’8,  much  lower  than  the  average 
for  the  last  ten  years  14' 6,  and  only  half  the  rate  for  the  whole 
of  England  and  Wales  for  1910,  24*8.  The  excess  of  births 
over  deaths  or  natural  increase  was  63.  There  were  2 
illegitimate  births.  The  birth  rate  for  the  various  wards  is  as 
follows  : Heaton  Chapel  8’4,  Heaton  Moor  East  12'9,  Heaton 
Moor  West  7*2,  Heaton  Mersey  19’5. 


This  regular  fall  in  the  birth  rate  is  not  peculiar  to  this 
District,  but  is  characteristic  of  the  whole  country.  Since  the 
year  1891  when  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  31'4, 
there  has  been  a fairly  uniform  fall  to  24*8  for  the  year  1910. 
For  the  County  of  Lancaster  the  figures  are  31*8  in  1891  and 
23*5  in  1909. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  (deaths  under  1 year  per 
1000  births)  is  higher  than  last  year,  91  as  against  82,  but 
compares  favourably  with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales, 
106  : and  with  the  average  for  this  District  for  the  past  ten 
years,  109.  This  encouraging  reduction,  which  is  occurring 
regularly  now  from  year  to  year,  should  act  as  an  incentive  to 
prosecute  the  efforts  already  being  made,  through  the 
education  of  parents,  and  through  the  general  improvement  in 
sanitation  and  hygiene,  particularly  by  improving  the  dwellings 
of  the  working  classes,  to  still  further  reduce  the  mortality 
amongst  infants  ; for  a low  infantile  mortality  denotes  besides 
the  reduction  of  a deplorable  waste  of  child  life,  especially 
necessary  in  the  presence  of  a low  and  still  falling  birth  rate, 
a healthier  and  stronger  generation  of  children  which  cannot 
fail  to  be  a distinct  gain  to  the  nation. 
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94  deaths  occurred  during  the  year,  giving  a rate  of  7*5 
per  1000  of  the  population.  13  of  these  however  were  deaths 
of  non-residents,  12  occurring  in  public  institutions  in  the 
District  and  1 the  result  of  an  accident.  In  addition  9 deaths 
have  been  reported  of  residents  occurring  outside  the  District, 
so  that  the  total  deaths  of  residents  amounted  to  90,  and  the 
actual  or  corrected  death  rate  is  7*2  per  1000  of  the  population, 
the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  the  District.  Of  these  deaths  50 
were  males  and  40  females. 

In  the  following  table  are  given  the  chief  vital  statistics 
for  England  and  Wales,  and  this  District.

With  the  exception  of  the  birth  rate  our  District  com- 
pares very  favourably  with  the  rest  of  England  and  Wales. 
Table  I (at  the  end  of  this  report)  gives  the  vital  statistics  for 
the  last  11  years.  It  shows  the  growth  of  population,  the 
gradual  fall  in  the  death  rate,  in  the  rate  of  infantile  mortality, 
and  in  the  birth  rate.  In  view  of  the  decreasing  birth  rate  it 
is  most  important  that  the  rate  of  infantile  mortality  at  present 
91  per  1000  births  in  this  District  should  still  further  be 
reduced,  and  there  is  good  reason  for  thinking  that  such  will 
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be  the  case  in  the  future.  Lessons  in  hygiene,  house  manage- 
ment, cooking,  and  the  feeding  and  care  of  infants,  should  be 
a necessary  portion  of  the  course  of  instruction  for  girls  in  the 
elementary  and  technical  schools,  and  cannot  fail  to  be 
followed  by  good  results  in  lessening  morbidity  as  well  as 
mortality  in  infancy  and  early  childhood. 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  different  wards  for  the  past 
year  are  shown  in  the  next  table.

The  chief  figures  for  the  past  ten  years  are  shown  in 
Table  II  at  the  end  of  the  report. 

In  Table  VIII  the  whole  of  the  deaths  belonging  to  the 
District  are  arranged  in  groups  according  to  the  age  at  which 
they  occurred,  the  deaths  in  the  different  groups  are  given 
as  percentages  for  convenience  of  comparison,  and  the  total 
deaths  for  the  year  are  given  at  the  bottom  of  the  columns. 
The  figures  are  from  1903-1910  inclusive. 
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The  causes  of  death  under  1 year  are  tabulated  in  Table  V 
at  the  end  of  this  report.  It  will  be  seen  that  congenital  and 
wasting  diseases  account  for  6 out  of  the  14.  There  will  always 
be  a number  of  those  born,  too  weak  to  survive,  and  5 out  of  the 
14  died  under  one  month  old.  Of  the  total  number  of  deaths 
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in  the  District,  the  deaths  under  one  year  formed  15 '5  per 
cent,  and  equalled  a death  rate  of  1*1  per  1000  of  the 
population. 

5 or  35*7%  of  the  deaths  under  one  year  occurred  during 
the  first  month,  8 or  57*1%  during  the  first  three  months,  and 
11  or  78*5%  during  the  first  six  months. 

Congenital  diseases  and  prematurity  accounted  for  3 
deaths  and  all  these  occurred  within  the  first  week  and 
correspond  to  a rate  of  19*4  per  1000  births.  There  was  1 
death  from  Tubercular  disease,  1 from  Gastro  Enteritis,  and  1 
from  Overlaying.  Scarlatina  accounted  for  1,  and  Atrophy 
and  Debility  accounted  for  3.  The  Notification  of  Births  Act 
has  not  been  adopted  in  the  District.  There  were  no  deaths 
of  illegitimate  children  under  twelve  months.

All  the  deaths  were  certified  by  medical  men.  Two 
inquests  were  held  in  the  District,  in  both  cases  death  was  due 
to  accident.  In  Table  IV  (at  the  end  of  this  report)  the 
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deaths  are  classified  in  greater  detail,  and  the  age  and  the 
ward  in  which  they  occurred  are  shown. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  respiratory  diseases  is 
12,  5 from  Bronchitis  and  6 from  Pneumonia.  The  pulmonary 
death  rate  is  0'97,  an  extremly  low  one.  Phthisis  accounted 
for  2 deaths,  other  tubercular  diseases  6.  Cancer  and 
malignant  disease  caused  7 deaths.  The  total  deaths  from  the 
seven  principal  zymotic  diseases,  viz  : — Small  Pox,  Measles, 
Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough,  Enteric  Fever, 
and  Diarrhoea,  was  1,  giving  a zymotic  death  rate  of  '08  per 
1000. 


Table  XI  gives  for  comparison  the  number  of  deaths 
and  ratio  per  1000  for  the  previous  8 years  from  Zymotic 
disease,  Pulmonary  disease,  Tuberculosis,  and  Cancer.

Notification  of  Infectious  Diseases.  During 
the  year  there  was  an  increase,  as  compared  with  last  year,  in 
the  amount  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  in  the  District.  57 
cases  were  notified  as  against  46  last  year.  The  increase  was 
due  mainly  to  Scarlet  Fever.  In  the  next  table  these  cases 
are  compared  with  the  figures  for  previous  years.

It  will  be  seen  that  the  cases  comprise  three  diseases 
only,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  and  Erysipelas. 

These  57  cases  occurred  in  47  houses.  There  was  1 
death,  a percentage  of  F7.  Scarlet  Fever  accounted  for  48 
cases,  Diphtheria  for  5,  and  Erysipelas  for  4. 

In  Table  III  (at  the  end  of  this  report)  are  shown  in 
detail  the  age  of  occurrence,  the  distribution  of  the  cases,  and 
the  numbers  removed  to  hospital  from  each  ward.  There 
were  8 cases  in  Heaton  Chapel,  9 in  Heaton  Moor  East,  8 in 
Heaton  Moor  West,  and  32  in  Heaton  Mersey. 
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The  number  removed  to  hospital  was  7.  These  were 
all  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever.  In  all  cases  where  isolation  was 
impracticable  at  home  and  in  one  case  where  because  of 
business  purposes  (a  shop  where  food  was  sold)  removal  to 
hospital  was  carried  out.  Owing  to  the  character  of  our 
population  it  was  possible  to  satisfactorily  isolate  the  remainder 
of  the  cases,  50,  at  home.  There  were  no  deaths  in  hospital. 

In  the  next  table  are  given  the  figures  for  the  last  8 
years  arranged  to  show  the  number  notified,  the  number 
removed  to  hospital,  the  percentage  removed,  and  the  incidence 
per  1000  of  the  population  for  infectious  disease.

The  cases  are  removed  to  the  Salford  Sanatorium  at 
Ladywell,  Eccles,  where  we  have  6 beds  available  for  cases  of 
Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria  and  Enteric  Fever, 

In  addition  to  this  accommodation  we  have,  jointly 
with  the  Cheadle  Urban  Authorities,  (Cheshire)  a Small  Pox 
Hospital  for  the  reception  of  cases  removed  from  this  District. 
There  is  accommodation  for  18  patients.

Immediately  after  the  receipt  of  the  notification  the 
usual  enquiries  are  made  with  respect  to  the  means  of  isolation, 
possible  source  of  infection,  the  schools  attended,  milk  supply, 
and  other  details,  the  school  authorities  are  informed  where 
necessary,  disinfectants  are  provided  and  disinfection  of  the 
room  or  rooms  is  carried  out  at  the  termination  of  the  case. 
The  method  of  disinfection  is  by  means  of  formalin  vapour 
and  the  use  of  formalin  spray.  Bedding  and  clothes  can  be 
disinfected  when  required  by  the  steam  apparatus  at  the 
Salford  Sanatorium.  The  number  of  rooms  disinfected  was 
103. 

In  two  doubtful  cases  of  infectious  disease  I made  visits 
with  and  at  the  request  of  the  medical  attendants. 

The  prevalence  of  the  various  infectious  diseases 
throughout  the  year  is  shown  in  the  next  table.

Small  Pox.  The  District  has  been  free  from  this  disease  for 
the  past  six  years.  Early  in  the  year  I received  a commun- 
ication from  a Port  Medical  Officer  regarding  two  contacts  who 
had  left  a passenger  boat  and  who  resided  in  this  District. 
They  were  visited  and  advice  given  as  to  quarantine  and  re- 
vaccination. 

Scarlet  Fever.  48  cases  were  notified,  the  highest  number 
for  five  years.  The  cases  were  distributed  through  all  the 
months  with  the  exception  of  February.  Three  cases  were 
notified  in  June,  on  the  13th,  14th,  and  16th  respectively,  and 
as  two  of  these  were  in  the  same  class  at  St.  John’s  School, 
Heaton  Mersey,  I visited  the  school  and  found  five  children 
peeling.  The  school  was  closed  for  ten  days  in  order  to 
disinfect  the  school  and  quarantine  the  contacts.  The  children 
were  again  examined  on  re-opening  the  schools,  and  two 
suspicious  cases  were  sent  home. 

In  November  the  School  was  again  visited  and  two  suspicious 
cases  were  sent  home.  In  one  case  a sister  of  the  child  was 
found  suffering  from  an  unrecognised  attack  of  Scarlet  Fever. 
All  these  cases  were  of  a very  mild  type  and  in  a large  number 
the  parents  had  not  recognised  the  illness  nor  thought  it 
necessary  to  seek  medical  advice.  Typical  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever  are  easily  recognised,  the  child  is  usually  so  ill  that 
advice  is  sought  at  once  and  there  is  little  danger  of  the  disease 
spreading  from  these  cases.  The  danger  lies  in  the  overlook- 
ing of  the  mild  cases,  as  the  outbreak  of  June  and  the 
continued  prevalence  during  October  and  November  plainly 
show.  Here  the  child  after  a day  or  two’s  slight  indisposition 
returns  to  school  and  is  a source  of  infection  to  all  the  suscept- 
ible children  who  come  in  contact  with  it.  Under  these 
conditions  there  is  a great  danger  that  at  any  time  widespread 
epidemic  may  arise.  To  remedy  this  state  of  affaire  the 
appointment  of  a health  visitor  would  be  a distinct  advantage 
to  the  District.  Her  duties  would  be  to  visit  all  the  absentee 
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school  children  and  in  all  cases  where  no  medical  man  was 
attending  to  enquire  why  the  child  was  at  home,  to  see  the 
child,  and  in  all  cases  of  doubtful  infectious  illness  recommend 
the  seeking  of  medical  advice.  Another  auxilliary  and  most 
useful  aid  would  be  the  instruction  of  the  teachers  in  the 
signs  of  the  commoner  infectious  diseases. 

Of  the  48  cases  notified  26  were  males,  22  females,  and 
the  ages  of  the  cases  were  as  follows . —

Grouping  these  cases,  we  have  between  1 and  5 years 
16  cases,  between  5 and  10  years  27  cases,  between  10  and  15 
years  3 cases,  and  over  15  years  2 cases.  The  48  cases 
occurred  in  38  houses,  in  29  houses  there  were  single  cases,  in 
8 there  were  2,  and  in  1 house  there  were  3.  In  this  latter 
two  children  contracted  the  disease  5 months  after  the  first 
child  was  taken  with  the  illness. 

The  table  below  gives  the  percentage  of  removals  of 
cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  during  the  past  8 years.

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The  average  duration  of  stay  in  hospital  for  1910  was 
56*85  days.  There  was  1 fatal  case. 

Diphtheria.  Five  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 
They  occurred  in  5 separate  houses,  and  in  2 cases  the  disease 
was  definately  contracted  outside  the  District.  The  distribu- 
tion of  the  cases  is  shown  in  Tables  III  and  ‘XIV.  3 were 
females  and  2 males.  There  were  3 under  5 years,  1 between 
10  and  15  years,  and  1 over  15  years. 

In  4 of  these  cases  swabs  were  taken,  with  positive  results 
in  3 ; swabs  were  also  taken  at  the  termination  of  2 of  the 
cases,  with  negative  results.  It  is  desirable  that  in  all  cases  a 
swab  be  taken  at  the  termination  of  the  case  in  apparent 
recovery,  to  ensure  as  far  as  possible  the  absence  of  diphtheria 
bacilli  from  the  throat,  and  thus  reduce  the  risks  of  infection 
by  carriers. 

Swabs  were  taken  with  negative  results  in  3 other 
cases  of  suspicious  sore  throat  ; these  cases  were  not  notified. 

Antitoxin  is  now  supplied  by  the  Council,  and  can  be 
obtained  together  with  a syringe,  at  the  Council  Offices, 
Thornfield  Road,  or  should  these  be  closed,  at  my  residence 
53,  Heaton  Moor  Road. 

No  cases  were  removed  to  hospital  ; there  were  no 
deaths  ; where  sanitary  defects  were  found  in  the  houses  they 
were  remedied. 

Enteric  Fever.  No  case  was  reported.  Examination  of 
the  blood  was  made  in  1 suspicious  case  3 times  with  negative 
results.  The  District  has  now  been  free  from  Enterica  since 
1908. 


Erysipelas.  4 cases  were  notified.  There  were  no  deaths. 
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Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  were  prevalent  during 
the  latter  half  of  the  year. 

Epidemic  Influenza  did  not  occur  to  any  large  extent.  3 
deaths  were  ascribed  to  it. 

Phthisis.  During  the  year  2 deaths  occurred  from  Phthisis. 
This  is  the  smallest  number  since  1904,  and  is  equivalent  to  a 
Phthisis  death  rate  of  O’ 16  per  1000  of  population,  an 
extremely  low  rate. 

Table  XI  gives  the  number  of  deaths  and  the  rate  per 
year  for  the  last  8 years. 

Examination  of  the  sputum  by  the  Council  is  not  in 
force  here,  nor  is  notification  (voluntary  or  compulsory)  of 
Phthisis.  In  several  cases  rooms  were  disinfected,  by  request, 
after  removal  of  consumptives  and  we  are  at  all  times  willing, 
upon  application,  to  disinfect  houses  in  cases  of  Phthisis. 

Sanitary  Work  of  the  Year. 

There  has  been  a considerable  amount  of  work  carried 
on  during  the  year  and  the  appended  report  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspector,  Mr.  Harrison,  shows  the  energetic  and  systematic 
attention  paid  to  all  matters  coming  under  the  supervision  of 
the  health  department.  All  complaints  have  received  prompt 
investigation,  nuisances  have  been  remedied  or  removed,  and 
a continuous  inspection  of  the  District  has  been  carried  on. 
Since  May  last  I have  made  99  visits  to  82  premises  with 
reference  to  the  inspection  of  Factories,  Workshops,  Farms, 
Milk  Dealers,  etc.,  and  also  to  enquire  personally  into  com- 
plaints regarding  nuisances  and  infectious  disease.  A detailed 
account  of  the  various  nuisances  is  given  and  shown  in  the 
tables  of  the  Inspector’s  Report.  As  the  District  is  essentially 
a residential  one,  action  under  the  Housing  of  the  Working 
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Classes  Act  is  not  needed.  In  Heaton  Mersey,  where  the 
greater  part  of  the  population  is  working  class,  the  housing 
is  adequate  and  fit  for  habitation  though,  owing  to  the  absence 
of  baths  in  many  of  the  cottages  and  the  scarcity  of  room  for 
household  washing,  the  provision  of  public  baths  and  wash- 
houses would  be  a distinct  gain  to  the  health  of  the  District. 

Water  Supply.  This  is  provided  by  the  Stockport  and 
Manchester  Corporations  and  is  not  under  our  supervision. 

Milk  Supply.  Milk  is  supplied  by  15  establishments  within 
the  District  and  at  least  23  persons  residing  outside  retail 
milk  within  the  District.  Of  the  15  in  the  District  10  are 
farms,  3 are  purveyors  of  milk,  and  2 are  shops  licensed  for 
the  sale  of  milk.  Samples  are  periodically  taken  for  analysis, 
details  of  which  will  be  found  in  the  Inspector’s  Report. 
The  10  farms  are  on  the  whole  clean  and  satisfactory,  the 
cattle  are  kept  well  groomed,  though  there  is  difficulty  in 
securing  cleanliness  of  the  flanks  and  udders  of  the  cows 
while  milking  and  of  the  milkers’  hands  and  clothes.  Printed 
cards  have  been  drafted  recommending  certain  precautions  to 
be  taken  at  the  time  of  milking  ; these  cards  are  to  be  hung  in 
a conspicuous  place  in  the  shippens  and  dairies.  The  premises 
of  the  purveyors  of  milk  and  milk  sellers  were  systematically 
visited  and  found  satisfactory.  It  would  be  a great  advantage 
if  we  had  the  benefit  of  veterinary  inspection  of  cattle  in 
order  to  detect  tuberculosis  amongst  them.  This,  together 
with  the  bacteriological  testing  of  milk  for  Tubercle  Bacilli, 
is  not  only  desirable  but  necessary  considering  the  prevalence 
of  Tubercular  diseases  amongst  infants  and  young  children. 

There  are  two  privately  owned  slaughter  houses  in  the 
District ; these  have  been  regularly  inspected  whilst  the  work 
has  been  going  on,  the  condition  of  the  animals  observed,  and 
the  meat  inspected  by  our  inspector  who  is  fully  qualified  for 
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the  purpose.  The  sanitary  condition  of  these  and  also  of  the 
premises  where  foods  are  prepared  or  exposed  for  sale  is 
satisfactory.  No  carcases  or  parts  of  carcases  have  been 
condemned  for  Tuberculosis. 

Bakehouses.  There  are  8 in  the  District ; 1 of  these  is  an 
underground  bakehouse.  Plans  are  now  in  progress  for  the 
building  of  a new  one  prior  to  its  abolition.  The  other 
underground  bakehouse  is  now  untenanted  and  facilities  for 
using  it  will  not  further  be  granted.  The  sanitary  condition 
of  the  bakehouses  is  satisfactory. 

Sewerage  and  Drainage. 

This  is  efficient  throughout  the  District.  The  sewage 
is  treated  by  precipitation  and  filtration  in  tanks  situated  in 
Heaton  Mersey.  The  effluent  is  periodically  examined  by  the 
Mersey  and  Irwell  Board  and  is  classed  by  them  as  fair. 

Excrement  disposal  is  in  the  main  carried  out  by  water 
carriage  ; there  are  still  a few  privy  middens  and  pails  scattered 
over  the  District. 

House  refuse  is  removed  by  the  authorities.  It  is 
carried  to  the  Council’s  tip  at  Heaton  Mersey. 

There  are  still  a few  privy  ashpits  and  dry  ashpits  in 
the  District.  It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  these  are  being 
converted  as  quickly  as  possible,  the  privy  ashpits  into  water- 
closets  and  the  dry  ashpits  are  being  replaced  by  sanitary  bins. 
The  number  of  loads  of  refuse  removed  was  2667  as  against 
2534  last  year. 

There  are  no  lodging  houses  or  offensive  trades  in  the 
District.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  submitting  for  your  consideration 
my  second  annual  report  of  the  work  carried  out  in  the 
Sanitary  Department  during  the  year  ending  December  31st, 
1910.

The  health  of  a District  is  generally  measured  by  its 
annual  death  rate  in  conjunction  with  the  number  of  cases  of 
infectious  disease  notified.  Taking  the  above  factors  as  a 
guide  the  year  under  review  has  been  one  of  the  healthiest  in 
the  history  of  the  District.  The  statistical  returns  show  a 
death  rate  within  the  District  of  7*2  against  9*9  per  1000  for 
1909.  The  mortality  of  the  District  remains  low. 


The  efforts  of  the  Council  to  save  life  and  to  enhance 
the  health  of  those  residing  in  the  District  have  been  awarded 
beneficial  results.  That  such  has  been  the  case  is  proved  by 
the  fact  that  in  188%  (7  years  after  the  passing  of  the  Public 
Health  Act)  the  death  rate  in  this  District  with  a population 
of  only  G109  was  13*25  per  1000,  yet  in  1910  with  an  estimated 
population  of  12,370  the  death  rate  is  7*2  per  1000.  This 
decrease  represents  a saving  of  at  least  75  lives  annually,  a 
very  gratifying  result  from  a national  point  of  view. 


The  area  of  the  District  is  1619  acres  ; this  being  so, 
and  taking  the  above  population,  there  are  7*64  persons  to 
every  acre  of  land.

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The  activity  of  the  Council  has  been  maintained  in 
improving  the  sanitation  of  the  District,  in  reducing  to  a 
minimum  atmospheric  pullution,  in  administering  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act,  the  Unsound  Meat  sections  of  the  several 
statutes,  and  the  Cleansing  Sections  of  the  Public  Health  Acts, 
and  in  removing  conditions  that  were,  or  were  likely  to 
become,  a menace  to  the  health  of  the  inhabitants  of  this 
District  in  particular  and  the  public  in  general. 


Upon  the  receipt  of  notifications  of  cases  of  infectious 
disease  I immediately  visited  the  houses  to  make  the  necessary 
enquiries  to  ascertain,  if  possible,  the  probable  source  of 
infection  and  also  make  a detailed  inspection  of  the  premises 
to  see  if  there  existed  any  nuisances  requiring  abatement. 
Any  defects  found  I caused  to  be  remedied  without  delay. 


On  the  termination  of  each  case  of  infectious  disease 
(including  Phthisis,  not  at  present  notifiable)  the  rooms  were 
thoroughly  disinfected,  the  walls  and  ceilings  being  sprayed  with 
a disinfectant  solution,  and  afterwards  the  rooms  fumigated. 


One  hundred  and  three  rooms  were  dealt  with  as  above 
described. 


One  hundred  and  seventy  one  visits  were  made  to 
infected  houses  during  illness,  printed  and  verbal  instructions 
were  given  at  each  house,  also  disinfectants  supplied  during 
the  period  of  sickness.

There  was  an  increase  of  239  sanitary  dust  bins  for  the 
year  ending  December  31st,  1910  : — 

The  collection  of  house  refuse  is  now  carried  out  in 
a systematic  manner,  commencing  at  Denby  Lane  and  working 
straight  through  the  District  to  Burnage  Lane.  The  number 
of  applications  for  ashpit  emptying  has  been  reduced  almost 
to  a minimum,  there  being  only  22  applications  made  during 
the  year ; many  of  these  were  from  premises  where  the 
nightsoil  men  were  refused  access.  It  does  not  appear  to  be 
generally  known  that  it  is  an  offence  under  Section  42  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1875,  for  any  person  to  obstruct  or  refuse 
an  employee  of  this  Council  admission  to  any  premises  for 
the  purpose  of  removing  the  domestic  refuse. 

Complaints. 

28  complaints  were  received  and  enquired  into.  In  no 
instance  were  they  found  to  be  of  a serious  nature  ; however, 
each  case  was  fully  dealt  with  and  the  cause  of  complaint 
removed. 


Drain  Testing. 

The  smoke  machine  was  used  on  eight  occasions  for 
drain  testing.  In  each  instance  small  defects  were  found 
which  were  at  once  remedied. 

Overcrowding. 

During  the  year  one  case  of  overcrowding  was  dealt 
with.  The  occupier  on  being  spoken  to  very  readily  complied 
with  my  request  and  removed  into  a larger  house. 

By  an  amicable  agreement  with  the  owners  of  Park 
Place,  Heaton  Mersey,  six  houses  were  demolished  in  order  to 
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obtain  more  light  and  air  space  to  adjoining  properties.  A 
further  reduction  in  the  number  of  houses  in  that  particular 
neighbourhood  is  still  under  consideration  and  will  I hope 
before  long  be  carried  out. 

Dairies , Cowsheds  and  Milkshops. 

There  are  within  the  District  eight  cowkeepers,  three 
purveyors  of  milk,  and  two  milkshops.  These  were  frequently 
visited  and  I am  pleased  to  report  that  on  every  occasion  the 
result  of  the  inspection  was  most  satisfactory.  There  are, 
however,  about  twenty  three  persons  residing  outside  your 
jurisdiction  that  sell  milk  in  this  District. 

Slaughter-houses. 

There  are  two  private  slaughter-houses  in  the  District. 
Sixty  five  visits  were  made  and  as  often  as  possible  during  the 
slaughtering  of  cattle  and  sheep,  which  were  inspected  and 
and  examined  as  to  their  fitness  for  human  food.  The  slaughter- 
houses have  on  all  occasions  been  found  to  be  in  a cleanly 
and  satisfactory  condition. 

Black  Smoke  Nuisance. 

Observations  of  one  hour’s  duration  were  made  at 
frequent  intervals.  A decided  improvement  took  place  during 
the  year  as  may  be  seen  from  detailed  reports  submitted  to 
you  respecting  same. 


Chimney  Firing. 

Forty  three  cases  of  chimney  firing  were  observed  as 
against  thirty  nine  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1909. 
As  the  Council  are  now  taking  more  drastic  measures  with 
respect  to  chimney  firing.  I think  we  may  look  forward  to  a 
decrease  in  the  number  of  cases.
